In the triallof A. B. Schlitzbanm, 
wbich was concluded here Wednes- 
day, Hartford saw, perhaps Its fierc- 
est legal battle longh| to a finish. 

Schlitzbanm wss charged with em- 
bcxsllng money belonging to Illinois 
Central Railroad, The embezzlement 
bad Its origin In the alleged attempt 
of J. W. Boatner and A. B. Schlltz- 
banm to defraud tbe American Kx- 
press Company out ol $s8,ooo. He 
boa Iwca triad here la the connty 
coort Ibr criminal conspiracy, but 
was acquitted. 

This Is the second trial lor embezzle- 
ment, the jnry having failed to agree 
In a former trial. 

On the aide ol tbe defense were the 
law firmsoi Henvria fit Woodward and 
Olenn tt Ringo, while the Common- 
wealth's Attorney was as.steted In the 
proarcntlon by Hon. U. P. Taylor. 
The contest between the attorneys on 
opposite sides over tbe examination 
oi witnesses and points of law Involv 
ed, was desperate and acrimonioos 
thronghont the long trial. In all, 
thirty-twq witnesses were examined, 
Schlitzbanm being on the witness 
stand alx hours. Six days were rc- 
qnlmd to examine the wltnease a , 
while the conn.aete spent three days 
in arguing the esse to the jnry, mak- 
ing nine days in all. The |nry was 
oat only abont one and one-ball hoars 
bringing in s nsanlmons verdict ol 
guilty, fixing the pnalshment ol tbe 
defendant at one year In the peniten- 
tiary. 

During the progress ol the trial a 
map which had been Introdnccd la 
former trials, mystenonsly disappear- 
ed, and when tbe Casa was ready for 
argnment. It was disoovemd that the 
Indictment eonld not be lonnd. Con- 
sidering the bittemeas o( the strnggle 
between the defendant and proarcn- 
tlon, tbe disappearance iol these 
canoed no little comment. 

Tbe circumstantial evidence, and 
even the direct testimony, wove a net 
work of proof sronnd Schlitzbanm, 
from which, with all of his tact and 
shrewdness, he eonld not extricate 
himself. While he told a straight- 
forward story, yet be contradicted 
himself on former trials on several 
material potets, and the other wit- 
nesses were contradicted on many 
points. 

To those who heard the evldeacc 
the verdict came as nownrprlse. No 
one who has Investlgatod the alleged 
attempt of Boatner and Schlitzbanm 
to defrand the American Expraas Co. 
doubts their gnllt but It was thought 
by some that they had managed their 
■game" with an^ skill and canniag 
that It would be very dlfficnlt to es- 
tablish their guilt. 

During his long confiuemtnt, 
Schlitzbanm has umde some Mends 
hera who could not but sympathize 
with him. He came near braking 
doom when the verdict was read. 

The jnry which convicted him was 
ter above the average jnry, and 
■Schlltz," as he Is familiarly known, 
should be tbaakfni tbathlsseateasela 
no longer.

or His Election As Circuit 
Judge in The Breathitt 
District. 

OLTRACES AT THE POLLS 

The Stnte of terrorism wiilch has 
■ existed in Ereathitttcounty for many 
years continues now to such an extent 
that littie information hes e%er reach- 
ed the outside worid doocerning the 
maaner in which the recent State, ju- 
dicial and county eiection was con- 
ducted there and the methods adopted 
to insure the defeat of Theodore P. 
Biakey for Circuit Judge and James P. 
Adams for Commonweaith’s Attorney 
to succeed the Infamons Redwine and 
the famous Byrd, respectively. 

Breathitt county elections have been 
a travesty on a tree ballot under the 
rule of the Hargis-Callahan official 
lawbreakers. In the Goebel-Taylor 
election, It will be remembered, the 
late James B Marcum was Republican 
Inspccter of the count In the court 
house precinct of Jackson which had 
gone Republican by a good majority. 
The Hargis-Callahan Goebelites r^ 
fn.sed to begin counting the vote un- 
der various pretexu until hours after 
the polls closed, the purpose beiug to 
wear Mr. Marcum out and get him to 
relax his vigilance. Finally by pre- 
concerted arrangement the gang be- 
gan firing pistols into the ceiling of 
the court house itself in order to put 
out the lights and create a stampede. 
In the excitement of the fusllade Mr. { 
Marcnm was pushed out of the room 
and the door locked on him. As 
soon as he was disposed of the count 
proceeded and a precinct that had nn- 
donbtedlygone Republican by 50 gave 
an enormona Gocbel-Hargls-Calla- 
hau majority of 150 to aoo, asjthe wri- 
ter now recollects. 

This is a sample of the election 
methods by which the Hargis outlaws 
ba\'S maintained their grasp on 
Baeathltt county and made themselves 
BO uaefnl to the State Democratic ma- 
chine that the entire execniive, judi- 
cial and military power of the State 
is at their command. 

Stories of the election it Breathitt 
connty a few weeks ago are finding 
their may out to civilization and ate 
enough to make the blood of honest 
men boll with indignation. 

At Frozen Precinct, the largest 
Republican precinct In the connty, 
there was a very quiet orderly election 
with a very large vote polled, the Re- 
publicans sweeping everything before 
them, and even the Democrats 
admitting that the precinct bad given 
at least 100 Republican majority. 
Just at 4 o'clock, accoording to the 
report received here, the Beckham 
coldiers from Jackson marched into 
the voting room, ordered the Repub- 
lican election officers out at the point 
of the bayonet, proceeded to superin- 
tend the court of the vote to suit 
themselves and the Democratic elect- 
officers. They counted a’l night, but 
did not announce the result, and car- 
ried the ballot box and returns to 
Jackson. Several days afterwards it 
was given out from Jackson that Col. 
Belknap and the Republican State 
ticket bad carried Frozen Precinct by 
94 majority, but that Judge Riddell, 
the Hargis candidate for Cfrcnit Judge 
and the rest ot the Democratic local 
ticket had carried the precinct by a 
majority ranging from 40 to too, 
which is an obsnrdlty on its face, 
when practically the only scratching 
was done by Democrats who voted for 
Beckham and the State ticket and for 
the Republican candidate for Circuit 
Judge, Commonwealth's Attorney 
and connty officers. 

This is a sample of one precinct in 
Breathitt connty, and others were 
worse. 

Mr. Biakey, the Republican nominee 
for Circuit Judge, carried the three 
Republican counties of Estlll, Lee and 
Magoffin by the slpendld majority of 
815. The Democratic county of Wolfe 
gave Beckham 534 majority, but Judge 
Riddell only carried it by 307. Mr, 
Biakey went to Breathitt county with 
a clear majority of more than 500. 
His friends there, both Democrats 
and Republicans, say that he carried 
Breathitt beyond a question, as there 
was an uprising of the people against 
Hargis and Callahan, and yet the 
Democratic machine there counted 
the county for Judge Riddell by a ma- 
jority of 700 or 800. Their figures 
have never become Ifized or station- 
ary. Riddells majority is on the slid- 
ing scale. 

What is to be done about it? The 



honest people of Breathitt are very 
Indignant, and are urging Mr Biakey 
to contest. But two years ago they 
had a contest there tor county offices, 
in which a democratic Judge appoint- 
ed by Gov. Beckham decided there 
had been such frauds and the election 
was declared off. But the very man 
I who had been elected by these out- 
' rageous violations of law werecontlnu 
I ed in office by some sort of legal 
I hocus {>ocus, and James B. Marcum, 
who conducted the contest in court, 

, wf s murdered because of his acti\ Ity 
I in showing up the Hargi-s-Callahan 
I outlaws. 

As the result of the decision of the 
court the conte.sts lor the offices were 
repeated at the polls thf.s year and the 
second election was worse than the 
first. 

Jawes P. Adams, of Magoffin coun- 
ty, who was undoubtedly elected 
Commonwealth’s Attorney and count- 
ed out, has determined to contest the 
alleged election of his Democratic op- 
ponent, but Mr. Biakey has not yet 
decided what to do in the premises. 
He has no personal desire for a long- 
draw-out contest for the judicial office 
to which the votes of the people elect- 
ed him, and yet he and his friends, 
feels that the outrages perpetrated 
nnder “forms of law" ought to be of} 
ficlally exposed and made a matter of 
CO out record. — Lexington Leader.

For an artistic 
wig for a m.-in is usually made thin or 
nearly bald on the crown, so as to al- 
lay suspicion. When the wig is ad- 
justed to the man's head the pink 
scalp shows through the white net of 
loundatlon at the crown, thus leaving 
a modest suggestion ot baldness. 
Thla is the first principle of the eti- 
quette of wig wearing — claim too lit- 
tle rather than too much or nature’s 
covering. 

This principle is carried to a refine- 
ment of perfection by the men who 
can afford the luxury ot buying aev- 
eral| wlga, for he may then make 
' the transition from baldness to a 
oembtage ot hit former ael (cov- 
er a apace ot two or three years, 
and thus complete the deceptions, 
which la the aim of all wearers of 
wigs. 

A cardinal point in the etiquette of 
wig wearing it that one ahonld not 
wear bis wig in bed. It U not prop- 
er! Some, either form motives of 
health or from an unwillingness to 
shock the delicate sensibilities of 
their lamllles, sleep in their wlga. 
This practice ia condemned nnheal- 
tatlngly. It is unclean! One should 
substitute for the wig worn during 
the day s simple nigbt cap of muslin 
to insure one against taking cold. 

In the morning, aa the last touch 
of perfection to the toilet, the wig 
should be delicately adjusted, and 
glued to one’s head. If this adjuat- 
aent la carefully made, and if one ia 
wearing a really fine wig, be may 
defy both wind and annllght to be- 
tray that "thinga are not what they 
seem.” 

Thia caretnl adjustment of the wig 
la a most important point. Itreqnires 
eternal vigilance, since a single care- 
less adjustment means min. Along 
the edge of the wig of ordinary aize 
are five apots about half the size ol a 
penny where the paste or glue Is ap- 
plied with which the wig la made last 
)o the bead. The paste must be care- 
fully applied, aince if it comes in con- 
tact with the hair it destroys its life 
like appearance. 

A practice generally observed by 
the wearers of fine wigs is that ol 
! dressing the hair in a variety of ways 
I This Is desirable, since it suggests a 
natural head of hair, yet thia practice 
ia perfectly possible with a really Sue 
wig, every hair of which la separately 
attacked to the net foundation. — Chi- 
cago Tribune.

The Republic of Pinama. 

Panama was one of the dep.irtments 
of the Republic ol Colombia. It em- 
braces the narrowest part of Central 
America connecting Costa Rica on the 
weat with Columbia on the east. It 
has an area of 31,000 square mile.s, or 
one-fourth less than KentiKky, and a 
population of 325,000. It Is travera- 
ed by a section ol the Andean range, 
dividing the Atlantic from the Pacific. 
It has numerous rivers, falling into 
both oceans. The Isrgast, the Tnira, 
is navigable for more than 100 milia. 
The chief trading points are Panama 
and Colon. 

The Republic ol Columbia, from 
which the Depai^ment of Panama has 
aeparated itself, consisted of nine de- 
partmenta. It was originally known 
as New Granada, and has undergone 
many revolutions, the last resulting 
in the secession ol Panama. The 
capital of the new republic, the City 
of Panama, is a place of historic re- 
nown. Founded in 1518 by the 
Spaniards, it wa« destroyed by Mor- 
gan and his Engll.sh buccaneers In 
1671. The new city, built two years 
later, occupies a site 4^ mlle.s 
from the old town. Located at one oi
